Great Feat of Wireless. 


WASHINGTON. D. C., 
March 
9 — 


About the last place that the navy de- 
partment expected to hear from the At- 
lantic battleship licet for nt least six 
months was on the Atlantic coast, yet 
this is what has happened. The navy 
department today received a telegraphic 
message from its wireless station 
at 


1'ensacola, whk-h had been in direct com- 
munication with the battleship Meet, a 
most remarkable performance, consider- 
ing that the wireless 
impulses 
were 


obliged to traverse the gulf of Mexico, 
then ,;ross overland the stale of Texas, 
part of Mexico and again traverse sev- 
eral hundred miles of ocean. This par- 
ticular message was from Ri-nr Admiral 
Thomas, in command of the second di- 
vision and was as follows:

Adopt Resolutions. 


Before adjournment the 
association 


adopted the foBbwing resolutions: 


"Whereas, under the eonstitution of 


the United States, congress has power to 
adopt a uniform system of weights and 
measures; and 


"Whereas, we have co federal statute 


fixing a -uniform legal weight per bushel 
of farm products throughout the United 
Stales; and 


"Whereas, the legislatures of the dif- 


ferent states have 
heretofore 
passed 


laws fixing a legal weight per bushel of 
commodities within the states; and 


"Whereas, the legal weights per bushel 


of the same products vary to a great 
extent between 
the 
different 
states, 


which has resulted in a great.deal of 
confusion and inconvenience; 


"Now therefore, Be it Resolved, That 


we a= an organization urge congress to 
pass nn act fixing a uniform legal weight 
per bushel of all farm products through- 
out the United States of America. 


"Be it further Resolved, That the sec- 


retary of this organization be and he 
hereby' is instructed to transmit copies 
of this resolution to Hon. Henry Allen 
Cooper and to the chairmen of both the 
senate and house committees on coinage, 
weights and measures. 


"Be it further Resolved, That the of- 


ficers of this organization be and they 
hereby are instructed to'use all means 
within their power to bring about the en- 
aotment of such law and for that pur- 
pose they are hereby authorized to use 
any funds belonging to this organization 
which may come into their hands." 


An Error Corrected. 


An error was made in reports of the 


meeting held at Wigley's hall on Sat- 
urday, of the United Produce Growers 
& Shippers Association. 
According to 


the published report it appeared that the 
organization was in favor of the adop- 
tion of the cental system of 
weights. 


This is entirely incorrect. The organiza- 
tion does not and never has favored the 
cnlnl system for the reason that the 
adoption of tho cental system would re- 
ult in the entire abolishment of the 
bushel measure, which would be practi- 
cally impossible 
to 
accomplish 
and 


would result in no end of confusion. Un- 
der the cental system, all farm products | ^ and 
are sold by the hundred weight instead j ^^ „ 
of by the bushel. This system has been 
tried by the produce dealer* throughout 


and arms, and'had to leap through 
window to escape being burned to death. 
Fifty people, mostly women and chil- 
dren, madly rushed from the place and 
luckily no one wa? 
injured, 
although 


there was intense excitement on account 
of husbands and others arriving at the 
scene and not knowing whether their rel- 
atives had escaped. The lire department 
was on the scene quickly and controlled 
the blaze in short order. The loss will 
amount to nearly .$700, with no insur- 
ance. Next door to the building is the 
Bijou theater, where an audience of 400 
.was assembled. They were kept in ig- 
norance of the close proximity of the 
blaze and few of them knew there was 
a. lire unlil they came out. This foot 
brought about by the good judgment of 
the management, in not permitting peo- 
ple to rush in and out of the house, no 
doubt prevented a stampede of the peo- 
ple for the street. 


How it Happened. 


Art Magnan, operator of the picture 


machine, which is located in a wooden 
structure in the west end of the theater 
and directly over the entrance, when in- 
tervfinv-ed said: 
"I was working 
the 


•machine when a spark from the wire 
running to the machine, flew into the 
film box and in a second there was an 
explosion and blaze. 1 grabbed my coat 
and a pillow and- fought hard to smother 
the fire, but could not do it. The blaze 
became hot and I saw that my escape 
by the stairway was cut off, so I broke 
one of tho windows overlooking the en- 
trance', dropped down and ran out. I 
realized that my face, hands and-arms 
were considerably burned and still I was 
anxious to see that nil people were out 
of the p]ae.c. Learning that they were 
»afe I went to n drug store and had my 
bums dressed. That is the last time I 
will have anything to do with a moving

mortality .statistics, which presents the 
figures for the calendar yeor- 190«, to- 
gether with, comparative data for tho 
years- IfHte 10 1905. inclusive. 


The Registration Area. 


The statistics in thin report do not 


cover .the entire country, but are re- 
stricted to that portion of it termed iho 
"registration urea"; that is, to states 
in whieh the laws requiring the registra- 
tion of ricnth-i have been accepted as 
giving practically 
complete 
mortality 


return*, and to those cities in non-regis- 
tration states in which satisfactory re- 
turns arc required by the local authori- 
ties. The rcgistnition area, in 1906 con- 
sisted of 13 registration atatei.-the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, which is 'strictly ur- 
ban in character, and 77 registration cit- 
ies in non-registration states. 
The 13 


registration states were California, Colo- 
rado. Connecticut, Indiana, Maine, Mary- 
land. 
.Hxnsachusetts, 
Michigan, New 


Hampshire, New Jersey. New York, 
Pennsylvania, Rhode Island. South Da- 
kota and Vermont. The estimated pop- 
ulation of the entire registration area in 
IMXt was 40.996,317, or 48.8 per cent, of 
the estimated population of continental 
United States. Of this number :)2,89«,782 
persons, or ;i9,3 per cent, of the total 
population, were in registration statei, 
and 7,MI),5SJi persons, or 0.5 per cent., 
were in registration cities in non-rtps- 
tration states. 


Although the large proportion of 
the 


total population included in the regis- 
tration area would seem to give * fairly 
tucurate basis for knowledge of the vital 
statistics of the United States, A large 
portion of the country is very inade- 
quately represented. None of the regis- 
tration states is in the South, and none 
except Indiana. South Dakota and a 
part of Colorado is in the great Missis- 
sippi h<tsi". 


General Death Rate. 


Tho total number of deaths reported 


for the registration area for 1906 was 
ti,58.105. and the death rate was 16.1 per 
1000 of population; the corresponding 
rate for !90o was ltf.2, and the annual 
average rate from 1901 to 1805 was 16.3. 
The annual average rate for England 
and W»lr* during the same period was 
16; for Scotland, 16.8; for .Ireland, 17.S; 
fer Germany, 10.9: and i'or France, 1B.S. 


The comparison of the death rates of 


this and other countries at the present 
lime with death rutw of the same coun- 
tries for the last century shows upon 
what xn era of low mortality the \vorld 
has arrived. Many of the former death 
rates were upward of 25 per 1000 of 
population. The tendency in the larger 
countries 
with a population of similar 


character to that of the United States 
now seems toward an annual death rate 
of about Ifl per 1000 or less. 


The ratio of deaths of males per 1000 


deaths wa* slightly higher for 1906 than 
for 1905, but this does not necessarily 
indicate U<»t there was any increase in 
relative mail- mortality, since the pop- 
ulation of the new registration states in 
the registration area for J90B contained 
a. higher proportion of males than that 
of the old legislation states.

AND SECURE LEGISLATION IN 


, 
THEIR FAVOR. 


WANT UNIFORM MEASURES 


An organlxation which h«s for its pur- 


pose systcmi/.ing the growing and ship- 
ping of produce, and giving the farmer a 
iiettcr opportunity for the transaction of 
business as.' its general object, and the 
establishment of a legal, uniform sys- 
tem of weights and measures as the im- 
mediate and- special purpose waa formed 
today by the farmers or Racine county, 
at a meeting held nt Wigley hall. The 
meeting wax attended by about 100 of 
the leading farmers H.nd produce shippers 
of the county and all were especially in- 
terested in the subject. Although the 
final purpose of the body, which will be 
known as the United. Produce Growers 
and Shippers' Association of Southern 
Wisconsin, will be to place the fanners 
in a position to transact their business 
in a more business like way, most of the 
present efforts will he devoted to secur- 
ing national legislation for a uniform 
rate per bushel of all commodities in 
every state. 


The meeting was called to. order by 


W. -I. Hansche, one- of the best known 
farmers in this vicinity. In a few words 
IIP explained the purpose of the meeting, 
after which Attorney Peter .T. Meyers 
told what progress Sad already been 
made. 


Wheat Alone is Standard. 


The subject first came up when Mr. 


Meyers at the request of the farmers 
sought to learn the legal weight per bushel 
of onions. In searching for this, they 
learned that the rate differed, as much 


several pounds in some sta4.es.' Thus, 


becoming interested, a further search re- 
vealed that with the single exception of 
wheat, there was no commodity upon 
which there was not some difl'crence in 
weight in the various states. 


With this knowledge, work was begun 


to secure the passage of a bill to secure 
legislation that would place a uniform 
number of pounds to the bushel on all 
commodities. 


Congressman Cooper, Secretary, of Ag- 


riculture Jame? Wilson, Hon. William B. 
McKinlcy of Illinois, chairman of the. 
senate committee of weights and meas- 
ures, were communicated with, and all 
expressed their willingness to assist in 
the passage of such a bill. To complete 
this, however, will require some money, 
and it is for the purpose of obtaining 
this, that the organization was formed 
today. 


Organization is Formed. 


A committee composed of A. .). Piper. 


J. A. Hanley and W. R. Taylor spent a 
portion of the morning formulating the 
rules for the organixiiion. which were 
completed and reported just before noon. 
It will be supported by n nominal en- 
trance fee to be paid on joining, and its 
purpose is to promote the general Inter- 
est and the welfare of the farmers and 
shippers, to seek to obtain legislation 
favorable to the interests of the farmers, 
to obtain the uniform rate per bushel 
law. and in « general way to secure rail- 
road legislation more favorable to the 
members of the organization. Its offi- 
cers will he a president, vice president, 
secretary and treasurer, and rive direc- 
tors, these officers to comprise the exe- 
cutive board. The meeting adjourned lor 
dinner, 
without officers 
having 
been 


elected, nor any resolutions adopted. W. 
J. H»nsche. and A. J. Piper still .-serving 
as temporary cbnirman «nd secretary. 


Central System Popular. 


Resolutions were formulated, 
which 


will be adopted by the. association, and 
sent to Congressman Cooper, and others 
at Washington, asking for a law estab- 
lishing the uniform rate. The associa- 
tion will not declare in fnvor of any par- 
ticular 
system 
of weights, 
although 


what is known «s the cenlrnl system is 
very .much in favor. This system, which 
has been aueccssfulh operated through- 
out the west, is strongly urged liy the 
Milwaukee commission men. 


Its chief feature it making 100 pounds 


per bushel, everywhere. At this would 
moke the rate, uniform, it will probably 
he recommended by the Kaeine organisa- 
tion.

Washing fluid: To one gallon of com- 


mon soft soap, take four ounces of snl- 
soda and on-half gallon of rain or soft 
water nnd one and one-half gills spirits 
of turpentine.

The result of the aecumula-ed surplus 


of silver dollars und subsidiary coins is 
to turn the attention of the mint offi- 
cials from the coinage of subsidiary sil- 
ver to gold coinage. The tremendous in- 
flow of gold induced by the marked in- 
crease in exports of staple products dur- 
ing November. December and January 
brought into tho country more than 
$150,000.000 of gold, the greater part of 
which found its way into tho treasury

were made for issue of gold certificates, 
and the treasury is now far behind in 
the coinage of gold pieces to represent 
the outstanding gold certificates. The

SAYS MR. HANSCHE; 
OTHER GOOD TALKS 


Excellent Addresses at Somers Farmers' Institute — He Also 


Touched on Cabbage Raising—Seed Test Most Essential- 


Papers on Draft Horses, Swine, Dairy Cows, 


Poultry and Good Feeding; Made. 


The, onion and cabbage business in Ra- 


i cino and Kenosha counties will be larger 


than ever the coming summer. This fact 


, could'bo gleaned from the attitude of the 


farmers who were in attendance at the 
Somcra 
institute yesterday 
afternoon 


when W. J. Hansche of this section of 
Racine, county addressed tho institute on 
thermion and cabbage business. The ad- 
dress was by far the most interesting of 
tho many that were delivered at .the 
meeting,'and ull of the farmers expressed 
a greirt-interest in what was said regard- 
ing this business which is practically un- 
known Snathe western part of the two 
counties. Many questions wore asked 
as to tho cost of seed, the manner of 
planting, testing and cultivating as well 
as harvesting the onion and cabbage crop, 
and it was plain to bo seen that all the 
farmers m the west end of those coun- 
ties will try an experiment the coming 
year, setting aside a small part of their 
farms foi the growing of these two veg- 


I ctables. 
: 
More Profit and Less Work. 


Fanners urc hard workers, and in or- 


der to make a living and earn enough to 


small sum aside each year, they 


*° work early and late, no 
what branch of the farming 


buainess they are engaged. ]n Mr. 
Hanaro's ^remarks he stated that the 
onion business was tho most proiitable 
th»t?couftf*t>e engaged in. It was also a 
business which did not require tho at- 
tention of the farmer every hour of the 
d»xif»ud»cvery day in the year.' There 
was seldom even a partial failure in the 
crop/for^ tho reason that onion plants 
couJd^stand a largo amount of 
water 


•without-r-wiltjng as in the case of cab- 
bage and other crops, and for that ren- 
gon«it'WH.s the-.safest branch of the farm- 
ing "business to engage iu as well. He 
didfcifot1 sayC,much^on' the cabbage busi- 
nessyjbut"dealt with the onion business 
almost exclusively. He was forced to 


ch on tliotcabbage business to some 


t.Kltowever, as he was requested to 


j do'BOyijgtUhef farmers who were interest- 
\ edf in'ithat branch of the business. His 
! b<5t\«fforts, however, were those used in 


I explaining tho ohiou raising business. 


Explains Things Thoroughly. 


Mr. Hansche explained every portion 


ofttthe onion business in a clear and con- 
oiso manner, giving the farmers in at- 
tendance most valuable information, and 
such information which is founded on 
the 
experience of several 
years. He 


»tart«d''in by showing the farmers how 
tho-laod should be prepared before the 
seed* was ..planted, stating that a sandy 
loam was possibly the best soil for the 
purpose. The soil which is found in the 
western and middle sections of the two 
counties, he said, were good for onion 
raaeing. He 
explained that 
a 
large 


amount or .fertilizing must be done in or- 
der that a- large crop can be secured. On 
his'farms, he said, fertilizing was engag- 
ed in every year, each year the crop be- 
ing larger and of a bettor grade, as a re- 
sult. 


Testing the Seed. 


In the selection of the seed to be nacd, 


he said, the greateit caution should be 
taken, as much of the seed in the mar- 
ket-is not tit to be sowed for the reason 
that a great percentage is without life 
and deficient 
in, germinating qualities. 


He explained that the seed should be 
tedtcd"by placing the different samples 
between moist blotters, and then placing 
the tJotters so prepared in a box filled 
with dirt which must entirely surround 
the 
seed. This sed should 
germinate 


within tnrce days and not later than 11 
week iu order to bo up tu the standard 
and fit for sowing. At-thc end of a week 
the seed can be selected which shows tho 
greatest germinating quality. The seed 
used in the lake shore section, he said, 
wa« of th(i best, rating as high as UO per 
cent. Some, however, had been planted 
which showed but 75 per cent. 


Planting and Cultivating. 


On the subject of planting and culti- 


vating ho said that the Ixml should be 
high and easily drained so that it could 
be.gottofl out on early in the spring. 
The earlier the seed could be planted, ho 
said, tha bigger would be the crop. The 
seed should be planted about, an inch 
apart in the row, so that when they arc 
grown there will not be room enough be- 
twttcn the onions for your linger. On 
tho matter of cultivation, lu« said, thnt it 
should be started just as soon as the 
plants begin to show through the top 
of the noil. They should be kept fre.u 
from weeds at all times, and this is an 
essential part of the business. He suid 
that ho tound it necessary to employ a 
large number of boys and girls to do 
this worl: and that a large amount of 
help was necessary in order to keep the 


i fields clear from the weeds. 


Harvesting the Crop. 


Ho stated that in harvesting the crop 


attention should he paid to the manner 
in which it was done. Groat caution 
should be used so as to preserve the col- 
or of the onion for the reason that on 
this depended the price which will be 
paid by the buyers. Onions of poor col- 
or, he said, brought a less price than the 
bright and snappy ones. The white on- 
ions and those with heavy necks are 
thrown out and not shipped as it reduces 
tho standard of the entire shipment. 


When the. onions are ripe tho tops should 
lirst be rut off within an inch of tho on- 
ion. Then the onions are lifted from 
their bods and packed in field cases which 
arc stacked up in the sun and wind so 
that they can be thoroughly cured before 
being stored. Tho onions- will not be 
damaged in case they are allowed to re- 
main out in the rain, as the following 
day they: are thoroughly'dried by the 
wind and sun. 


Cost and Profits. 


Mr. 1-Ians.chc stated that in his exper- 


ience iu the business he had found that 
the cost o.f raising .one .bushel of onions 
of the. lirst grade was about twenty 
cents. That included the rent of the. 
land, help and every other expense that 
be could think of. He hud known that 
where modern methods were being used 
onions had been raised as cheaply as fif- 
teen cents a bushel. On tho crop which 
could be., .expected on n.n acre, he said, 
it varied some. He had known it to 
run as high as .700 and SOO bushels an 
acre, but the average was about 500 
bushels to th« acre. In the market there 
WHS seldom paid less than fifty cents a 
buahel for onions and it-, ran as high as 
$1 a buohel. At tho present time they 
arc being sold at the latter price. The 
profit that would be realized on a crop 
of onions could easily be seen.by the fig- 
ures which were given them. 


Quality of Cabbage. 


Mr. Hansche concluded hia address af- 


ter talking on onions, und he was liber- 
ally applauded ns he took his seat. There 
was 
an 
immediate cry, however, for 


somethinp; on the cabbage business which 
he had not touched on. Mr. Hausche then 
took the floor and addressed the institute 
on that branch of the farming business. 
He paid., little attention to the prepara- 
tion of the ground, the planting, and oth- 
er branches of tho cabbage business for 
the .reason that farmers as a rule were 
posted on those subjects. His entire at- 
tention was paid to tbe harvesting and 
shipping of crffibage for the reason that 
the quality of Wisconsin cabbage was 
not as good today as some years ago. 
This he attributed to the careless meth- 
ods used in the handling and harvesting 
of the crop nnd not the inferiority of the 
seed as was believed by many. 


Thrown and Bruised. 


Farmers in al parts of southern Wis- 


consin are engaged in the raising fif cab- 
bage and it has become one of the com- 
mon 
br.-inches of farming. Ho stated 


that the great care which was at first 
exercised in the handling of the crop has 
been lost sight of with the result that 
the quality of tho crop has been mater- 
ially decreased. At llrst the greatest 
care was exercised. The heads were cut 
and placed on leaves in the field so that 
there would be no black dirt on them. 
Then the "wagons were loaded in the 
most caicful manner, the heads being 
handed to a man in the wagon and piled 
in carefully. Now they' are thrown di- 
rectly into the box. H distance of many 
feet 
in some instances, and they 
arc 


bruised and become ragged in appear- 
ance. Xo precaution is used in loading 
them into the cars and the result is that 
they arrive in the Chicago market in poor 
condition and below the standard of No. 
1 Holalnd. 
Small heads and loose ones 


lire also thrown in with the large and 
solid heads, and this practice also less- 
ens the quality of the consignment, and 
therefore brings a lower price. 


Draft Hoises the Best. 


' Another interest.htp address of the ses- 
sion was that of L. P. Martiny of Chip- 
pewa Tails who spoke on tho horse busi- 
ness from the standpoint of an exper- 
ienced horse breeder. 
He. (lid not rec- 


ummeuii the business to the farmers on 
i-ccouiit of the nisiiy uncertainties in it 
und the huge amount of capital that 
had to be tied up in it .for the reason 
Unit it full grown horse cannot ho put 
on the market in Ihc time that hogs or 
other products of the farm can. There 
were ups and downs in every business, 
but iu Uic horse business the ups nnd 
downs did not on.-ur as frequently us 
in th.ifc of-raising hogs, etc. He stated 
that there, were three classes of. horses 
that "Cic being sold in the .markets to- 
day, but, the best, he Said, was the largo 
dratt horse for ivl-ich there was always 
a steady demand. He said that he did 
not rcier to'what was called a draft 
horse .1 few yeari ago when a 
horse, 


weighing 1,200 pounds was so considered, 
but hoises that wn-ild weigh no less than 
l.tiOO and as higl its 2,000 pounds. 


The OUier Classes. 


He did not, 
recommend 
the 
other 


classes of horses fir which the demand 
was. great. One of these classes was a 
horse weighing f:om 
1,100 
to 1,300 


pounds uuii which could be used us a 
couch horse. Animals of, that kind muft 
be stylish, posscs.-c'.! of good motion and 
sleek looking. 'J his kind of horse could 
nut be rained with profit, he thought, 
for the reason that an auimal of that 
kind could not be worked on the farm 
previous to being brought' to market, as 
the work before plow was not conducive 
to the style and motion' that was re- 
quired of them. , 'J heu he. talked, of the. 
third cliiui, or iaco lioriiu, wiiclx wan 


able to make- gieat. speed. Horses o£ 
this-kind were ' 1 <ing sold for fabulous 
prices, he said, out who- ever heard of 
the farmer selling a horse of that kind 
for .a. large price. It is the dealer who 
takes the'h'orsc''-from the" farmer and 
brings out the -'speed .who realizes the 
profits in that claevof hor.se,-he said.

Need of'a Gowl Sire. 
': 


He r.laced greal. stress on the. impor- 


tance of having ft good si.ye'for a'atart- 
cr. On that depended the success of the 
horse business. Ik. recommended; that a 
number of farmer.? get together, organ- 
ize a stock company among themselves, 
and purchase a good sire, which could 
be done ;vt on expense of at least $1,500. 
He then paid some 'attention to the man- 
ner of treatment vhieh should be given 
the .brood, mares ..He also treated of 
the care to be givrn colts, how. they 
should be" fed am'., treated 
throughout, 


making a most ii.urebUng and iustruc- 
livc talk. 


Imiie on Hogs. 


David Irarie, the conductor, gave an 


interesting talk on bogs for. profit. He 
stated that the. p;ut season had been a 
poor one for the hog raising business, 
and that prices were down. It had been 
u poor year for the sale of brood sows 
also, which indicted that there would 
not bu so many hi.f.;:- raided in the com- 
ing years as formerly on account of the 
existing low niarkjt. 
He believed that 


the farmers should not become discour- 
aged, but that they should keep on and 
would in that wny lie. benefited as the 
market was bourn! to come up and make 
the business profiiuble again. 
Ho be- 


lieved thai- the lo.rmer should raise the 
lard hog ill prefeience to the bacon hog 
ior tilt, reason O'.at there is the most 
money in them. He treated of the care 
that should be ^iveii the sows nnd gave 
an extensive expn asion of the business 
as he had found it in his years of ex- 
perience. 


Feed and Butterfat. 


Mr. Marliny, in the morning session, 


also heated of the dairy business, and 
one of the spirited discussions which en- 
sued was as to whether or not the feed- 
ing of a cow hud any effect on the 
amount of butterfjt in her milk. Mr. 
Martiny sUted th;*.t it had been his ex- 
perience that it did not, except that it 
might result in some abnormal condi- 
ion which might effect 
the 
butterfat 


either way. lie has learned that the 
amount of butterfat had been reduced in 
an eli'orl to raise the amount by feeding 
fatty ioodo for the reason that it had 
deranged the digestion. In his opinion 
the amount- of butterfat in a cow's milk- 
could not be 1-aisru materially by ieid- 
ing special iat pricing foods. 


Testing and Weighing. 


He paid partie-Jlar attention to the 


matter of weighing the milk of each cow 
in the herd and making a close test for 
butter fat. In this way alone could the 
amount of butterfat be determined and' 
the earning capacity of a cow be arrived 
at. 
tows giving a large quantity of 


milk sometimes proved to be the poorest 
cow as it was a lower grade and would 
not test nearly as high as that of other 
cows which appeared to be far below the 
standard. lie laid particular stress upon 
the toting and -n^ghing of milk and be- 
iicved (hat the work would more than 
pay lor iuelf. 


Matteson on Poultry. 


C. K. Matteson uf Pewaukce entertain- 


ed the farmers on the subject of poul- 
try and made a good impression with 
them as he has Lad long years of ex- 
perience. He asserted that the average 
farmer made a mistake in 
marketing 


their poultry in the fall when there was 
a. small demand (ir.d a largo amount of 
poultry coming into the market. 
Low 


prices were the. rule, at that time 'of the 
year, and he bel/cved the poultry man 
shoulu dispose ot tis stock for market 
before September 1, when the market 
was li' good condi'.iou. 


Winter Laying. 


He believed that the farmers made a 


mistake when they allowed their liens 
to do all their layfng in the summer and 
none Jii the winter. Thty should aim to 
secure a large number of.eggs at the 
time of the year when the market was 
the highest. 
This could be done by 


huviny the young pullets rauic in early 
in Uio spring and then they would lay all 
winter if surromiiJc'd with summer con- 
ditions and well cured for. lie treated 
of thi! chicken industry 
intelligently, 


giving the funnels< important informa- 
tion i dative to all of its many branches. 


Another Institute Wanted. 


BcU-rc the close o)' the institute it 


was apparent thai, the present meeting 
had been very satisfactory and that the 
farmers clearly >vishcd to have another 
next year.

THE HEAVENS IN MARCH. 


By Professor Doollttle, Astronomar of th» University of P«nn»ylvanl«. 


JEnke's comet approaching the earth. Halley's comet also coming at the rate of 600,000 miles a day. 


All 'of the bright winter, constellations 


; arc still with us, .but they are drawing 
• near the ground in the West, find al- 


ready .in the East we sec the -faint 


;,summer groups"beginning to entor^he 
"evening sky. ' The' magnificent Dog 


star is still high up in 'the South, while 
above this tue bright croups Prion, 
Taurus, and Gemini make the south- 
western sky by far the most hri'.linnt 
part of the heavens. The great Water- 
snake hus half crnei'scil from the ground 
in the southeast, hut not nntil next 
May will the .whole of his enormous 
lenfrth be seen.' The Great Bear has 
almost reached his highest position in 


the star B on .March 12 at 2 hrs, 9m. 
A. M. On March 13 it will pass very 
near the planet Jupiter. 
To observers 


far north of the equator the moon will 
actually occult the plnnet. while even 
ro those in-lower latitudes the two bright 
objects so close together will forfli a 
beautiful and striking picture. 


THE 
COMETS. 


The great majority of comats which 
are discovered appear suddenly and un- 
expectedly in the sky. ^They arc .great 
swarms of meteoric particles mid passes, 
which fall- toward the sun from the 
regio^i of the fixed stars, and after pass- 
ing around that body, retreat into the

latter body may so .niter its path that 
it will not only be captured aud forced 
to remain near our sun, but it may 
even be destined to be completely broken 
up and scattered along its pntb. It will 
have been changed into a periodic 
comet revolving around the sun in a 
closed orbit. 


ENKE'S COMBT. 
There are two of these periodic comets 


in which astronomers are just now. 
especially interested. The first, in many 
respects, is the most remarkable and 
interesting comet ever discovered. 
This 


is Eix-Ue's comet, which was captured 
by the pla.net Jupiter and now moves 
in the flattened orbit A C, I'"ig. 2. but 
400 million miles in length. This com- 
et passes around its orbit in about 
thrco( and one-third years, but it is 
most"remarkable that this time is con- 
tinually shortening, and the orbit con- 
tinually growing smaller. 
This shows 


conclusively that in its passage through 
spacp the comet encounters some dis- 
turbing body. This may be a. metoric 
swarm through which it passes or some 
other cloud-like medium, or even a 
single mass like one of the asteroids, 
bur whatever it is, it has not so far 
been seen in the telescope. 


Another remarkable fact is that each 


time it approaches the sun the comet 
shrinks together and grows very much' 


largest telescope; it is known thtt it 
is now 800 million miles away, and that 
from January 1 to April 1, of this year, 
it will move along the path from 0 to F. 
Fig. 1. Two years from ' now it will 
be only«60 million miles away and will 
be seen by every one. 


THE PLANETS. 
Mars is still visible in the southwest 


after sunset, hut its distance aw»y is 
so great that it is in a 'very unfavorable 
position for observation. 


Venus has mounted high ut> in the 
sky, and is the beautiful evening star. 
Toward tfie end of the month it will' 
draw very close to Mars, but it will nor 
pass to the east of this body antjl the 
third 'of April. It is already the bright- 
est objwt in the heaven, and will coii- 
tiuue to increase in brilliancy nntil May.

Wisconsin Farmer: /Hie mistake that 


most peivons make when they decid^ to 
go into the poultry business is ili:u of 
starting with mongrel fowls nnd trying 
to drift into the pure-bred line year 
after year. They will buy. perliaps s. 
sitting of pure-bred eggs of pure-bred 
fowls and at tbe end of the season they 
allow the entire lot to run together, and 
when the next year's hatching season 
comes around they decide that they will 
still keep some of the mongrel hens, if 
for no other purpose than to furnish 
eggs for the table. It naturally follows 
that the two breeds get mixed, and at 
tho end of tho next season there are but 
few of the young fowls which do not 
show a cross. Another mistake that 
they make is that of trying to keep 
more than one breed. Those who have 
had years of experience and have pro- 
vided' am[)lc yards aod houses for c*cli 
breed may be able to do this, but those 
who arc not so arranged should never 
attempt to keep more than one. 


It is folly to expect to supply every 


kind of fowls which individuals may ask 
for. nnd no one should attempt to do so. 


Select one pure breed—one best suited 


to the needs of nearby markets and the 
one you fancy most. 
Dispose of the 


mongrel fowls on the place and keep the 
breed pure. Each year select the best 
males and females and again dispose of 
those that do not come up to all tho 
standard requirements. Year after year 
small defects will disappear and you will 
noon have ft flock which will not only 
be handsome, .but at the same time 
profitable. Don't try to supply all cus- 
tomers. Make a specialty of one kind 
anil lot jour customers know that they 
can get nothing better than you can 
offer them.

One of the main measures 
pASKed was in relation to the number of 
hours that the six saloons, of the village 
be kept, open. 


Heretofore the.«e saloons were con- 


ducted under no restrictions and some 
of them remained open a8 long as pleas- 
ed the proprietors. The ordinance pass- 
ed last evening provided that saloons 
may keep open from 5 o'clock A, rn., un- 
til H o'clock p. m,, on nil days including 
Sunday. 
Speeniljprovision is made for 


'Saturday on which d*,v saloons may re- 
main'open iintil midnight. 


Met With Objection. 


After year* without restriction, the 


.saloon men naturally feel that the pro- 
•visions of. the ordinance are unjust. A 
.Journal representative met and convers- 
ed wt.ih .several residents of the village 
this morning who opposed the restrict- 
ion*. One stated that the village board 
would find it exceedingly difficult to en- 
force the provi»ion» 
und 
that there 


would be a fight. When asked why the 
.ordinance would be fought, he stated 
(hat there W»H no regular board and 
tliut the ordinance, therefore was illegal 
on th* alleged illegality of the board. He 
stated that the election was not con- 
ducted legally for the reason that no 
record was kept of the election ann 
there was no 'way to ancertHin who had 
voted and who had net. 
. . . Discounts Illegality Talk. 
~ Before the . incorporation of the vil- 
lage, Attorney -William W. Storms of 
thin city waujj-chosen legal representa- 
tive. He hid .charge of the inoorpora- 
tion and advised in all matters which 
.came up relative to the election as well 
.as the,.many propositions which have 
come before the board since that time. 
A well,known man about Corliss, stated 
'that there Was no question as to the le- 
.gality.pf (he board and that jfr. Storms 
would not have allowed anything unlaw- 
ful in connection with the elwtion or 
other matters. For that veason, lie he- 
'licvefl that'tho. illegality talk was not 
to be relied upon. 


In. addition to the saloon closing or- 


dinance, the board adopted ordinances 
prohibiting tho riding of bicycles on the 
sidewalks, reckless driving and tho run- 
ning at large of horses, cattle and poul- 
try.

Adviws Rotation of Crops. 


,\Jr. Imrie advised a short rotation, 


that is a three year rotation of crops, 
thin having been tried and adopted, not 
only kt the state experimental farms.,

He exhibited n. large table, 


shoiving the relative fertility and ma- 
terial value of all of the most common 
growths, the table showing the. relative 
mineral strength of grains, etc, 


The speaker declared tho best result* 


had been obtained from 
dividing the 


farm into thr«c. sections, which with tho 
yearly rotation, not only did not wear 
and waste -ihe land, but steadily built 
up the value of the property. One-third 
of the property should be sowed yearly 
in smxll grain, of which clover i« the 
most valuable us being able to extract 
nitrogen from the air, and thus enrich- 
ing the land, by its very growth. The 
next year, this should he used for pas- 
ture and hay and then in the thir.d your, 
plowed for corn, the sod being. plowed 
only us short a disUncc under us. possi- 
ble.. This leaves the next .year ready 
• gain f*r-.th* clover crop, By,-this meth- 
od, Mr. Imrie declared that, land, that 
only .recently tiOuW . raise,,.. on.lv,.. fr.pm 
•eight to, ten bushels of.wheat, ,n.ow easi- 
ly produced- .thirty..and .forty. per. acre.

and the earth is unable to retain its 
moisture, and as a result crops suffer.

Rate Increases and the Commission. 
Chii-ago 
Record-Herald: 
Atnnnp the 


railroad bills pending in Congress, some 
of which have been favorably considered 
in committee, is one known as the Ful- 
ton bill, the object of which is to pre- 
vent even temporary injustice to ship- 
pers through increases in rates. 
]u is 


well known, of course, that the Hepburn 
net i'mpowers tlic commerce commission 
to set aside, upon complaint, rates fixed 
bv a carrier on the ground of unreason- 
ableness Of discrimination. 
But this 


means that the new rate remains in ef- 
fect until the commission Sets it aside, 
and ns investigation and hearings take 
time it is easy to imagine cases where 
ths law would not sufficiently guard the 
interests of shippers and the public. 


The Fulton bill, recognizing this fact, 


proposes to prohibit carriers from ad- 
vancing rates or putting into effiKt an- 
nounci-d advances if even one 
sKippe.r 


makes a formal protest 
against 
the 


threatened action. ' 
That is. the bill 


gives the commission 
the additional 


power to "hold up" a proposed advance 
pending the results of «n inquiry by it- 
self into its reasonableness, and provides 
that in HIP event of a protest by any 
shipper the commission shall issue the 
restraining order nnd undertake the in- 
quiry. 


But the commission is of the opinion 


that the bill goes too far. It says in a 
letter on the measure that "it would 
give the protest of a single shipper the 
effect of preventing the advance of any 
rate until its reasonableness had been 
investigated und determined. 


•' Th.-- inference is that a milder measure 
dealing with proposed increases—one, for 
example, that gave the commission the 
power to prevent advances only where 
th« protests are of sufficient volume and 
gravity to estthlldh a presumption of 
nm*Hftonabl*ness—would meet with 
its 


approval. 


Ju view of past predictions us to the 


terrible danger of giving the commission 
tht rate-making power, of the tyranny 
uud interference t&Al' would result, it is 
interesting lo ntd the commission in op- 
position to » propivsed emisidrrable ex- 
tension of its authority over rate fixing.

messages only at night. While long dis- 
tance transmission* arc more affected by 
Ihis- absorption process, it also hampers 
medium distance messages to some ex- 
tent. The prospect of having to defer 
chsts with neighbors until dusk would 
undoubtedly

housewives

adopting wireless conversation, and the 
same attitude would naturally be taken 
by business men, who loath to postpone 
business talks until the hours of reft.
